A stunning second half performance has inspired 
Laurie McKinna’s intrepid Central Coast Mari- 
ners to a comfortable 3-1 win over the Melbourne 
Victory at Olympic Park on Saturday. 

In what was the proverbial game of two halves, Mel- 
bourne’s marquee star Archie Tompson laid to rest 
concerns over his pre-match fitness and groin com- 
plaint as he slid home a lightening strike after three 
minutes of play. 

But after weathering an early Victory siege, Adam 
Kiwasnik latched onto a clinical through ball to restore 
parity late in the first half before both Paul O°Grady 
and Noel Spencer scored in the second period to send 
Melbourne packing and out of finals contention in the 
Pre-Season Cup. 

Having assembled the most cosmopolitan squad in the 
entire A-League, much was expected of the side in their 
opening encounter in front of the Victory faithful. 
Subjected to an early scare when jourmeyman Stewart 
Petrie headed wide inside three minutes, Melbourne 
had their dream start when a low ball by bullocking 
forward Danny Allsopp was met by Thompson at the 
near post, beating a hapless Danny Vukovic. 

Best on ground in the Victory’s two previous fixtures, 
lively Brazilian Fred found himself in metres of space 
after being fed a through ball by Thompson following 
five minutes of play but the former Guarini star was 
only able to drive the ball wide. 

However, it was the flashy and swashbuckling style of 
Alessandro, in his first outing for Melbourne after the 
saga which was his transfer, that captivated the crowd 
as he glided past his opposing full back with relative 
ease on numerous occasions. 

Alessandro’s audacious play did not go unnoticed by 
the Mariners, finding himself the subject of much close 
attention and crunching tackles, a far cry from the less 
physical arena of Brazil, where the former Internacio- 
nal star plied his trade previously. 

Of the physicality of football in Australia, Alessandro 
said, “The game here is a lot faster and there is usually 
a lot more force in the players”.

The Qantas Matildas completed a smooth transition into 
the Asian Football Confederation (AFC) by qualifying for 
the 2007 FIFA Women’s Cup with 2 2-0 win over Japan. 
The 2-0 victory has ensured the team will finish as one of the 
two automatic Asian representatives at the tournament to be 
held in China mid-next year. 

First half goals from Caitlin Munoz and Joanne Peters sealed 
the win, although a superb defensive display in the second 
half also played a major role in the success. 

The win also makes the Qantas Matildas the first Australian 
team to make the final of an Asian Football Confederation 
tournament, following Australia’s entry into the AFC on 
January 1 this year. 

‘They team will now have the chance to make further history 
and become the first Australian team to win an Asian toumna- 
ment in Sunday’s final against China. 

Tonight’s result continuing a run of crucial victories over 
Japan with the Qantas Socceroos famously coming from 
behind to win in Kaiserslautern at the FIFA World Cup in 
Germany last month, Similarly the Qantas Young Matildas 
also qualified for the FIFA U-20 Women’s World Cup with a 
last-ditch 3-2 over Japan in Malaysia in April. That match 
also featuring two heroes from tonight in midfielders Sally 
Shipard and Collette McCallum, while other Young Matildas 
Leah Blayney, Kylie Ledbrook and Lydia Williams remained 
on the bench. 

Australia started the match in perfect fashion and following a 
failed clearance by Japan, Shipard drove the ball into the far 
post where Munoz steered the ball into the net. 

Japan tumed up the heat and created a number of openings 
with most notably Shinobu Ohno steering a near point-blank 
header towards goalkeeper Melissa Barbieri that ricocheted 
narrowly wide of the post. 

‘The match swung from end to end with both teams looking 
dangerous on the counter attack. Australia’s pacy forward 
duo combined in one such instance with Munoz playing a 
sublime ball behind the defence for Sarah Walsh but the an- 
gled shot failed to trouble the keeper.

Matildas coach Tom Sermanni has labelled Austra- 
lia’s win over Japan in the semi-final of the AFC 
Women’s Asian Cup, as the most significant and sat- 
isfying of his coaching career, 

The win, not only lifted Australia into the final of the 
tournament, but more significantly gave them an au- 
tomatic spot in next years Women’s World Cup to be 
played in China. 

“t's probably been the most significant win that I have 
been involved in as a coach and its probably the proud- 
est I have ever felt of a team that I have coached,” Ser- 
mani said from Adelaide today. “The way the whole 
team has been about this tournament, culminating in the 
result last night, it was the most satisfying football night 
and result that I have had as a coach.” 

While the team spent a relaxing recovery session in 
the pool, Sermanni was trying to come down from the 
clouds after the 2-0 win, 4 

“[think it’s.a feeling of fatigue, relief and I think delight 
‘at what we've achieved,” he said reflecting on the win. 
“From a personal point of view, there is a great deal of 
pride for the players, because I think it was enormous 
achievement and a fantastic performance last night. 
“We had a fairly boisterous celebration in the dressing 
room after the game as you could imagine. The play- 


ers were just absolutely ecstatic, but by the time we got 
back to the hotel, I think everybody was just too tired 
to party. 

“They didn’t need too much subduing. 

Sermanni has no doubts what was the critical moment 
of last night’s match that eamed Australia victory, but he 
also had praise for his defence which has yet to concede 
a goal in the tournament. 

“T think the critical point of the game was the second 
goal right on half time, which meant the Japanese had to 
really come out and throw caution fo the wind and really 
chase the game in the second half. 

“Defence is the foundation of the team. | think we have 
only conceded 2 goals in our last 14 ‘A’ Internationals. 
“7 think it’s a pride thing as well, where we are now on 
thi§ run and that we don’t give up goals. It’s a bit like 
habits, when you get into a winning habit you tend to 
win games that are tight; you get into habits of not con- 
ceding goals; you tend to do things that make it difficult 
for the opposition to score goals and even when you are 
really getting stretched, somebody manages to get a leg 
in the way, a head in the way, or part of their body in the 
way to save things and we've been doing that consis- 
tently for several games now.” 

Tn what is a fairly strange situation, going into a major 
tournament, Sermanni now feels the pressure is off a 
little going into the final.

Q. Mike Allder, how did you get yourself into the po- 
sition of managing Langwarrin?
